He then: fired two. bullets ‘into, his 
own head. 

Ivanovitch. was. a.member of one 
of the many rival Macedonian bands 
that infest the district about. Stip 
and are held responsible for a num- 
ber of réeent murders. He is thought 
to have been probably an emissa 
of ‘his band sent in reprisal for 
Talitch’s efforts to stop comitaji in- 
cursions. All Government officials 
were heavily guarded ‘tonight, there 
being fear that Macedonians may at- 
tack other prominent people.

Both Lopez and .the Eldorado 'Cor- 
poration were examined during the 
loan shark inguiry conducted hy 
United States Attorney Tuttle; when 
Lopez was judged to have no connec- 
tion with the company, 

Mrs. Marconi said she had arranged 
with the. Eldorado Corporation § to 
purchase a Lincoln automobile for 
her in April, 1927, at a total cost of 
$5,000. She explained that: $3,800 rep- 
resented the cost of the ‘car; $200 the 
cost of insurance and $1,000 the in- 
terest. When the car was delivered 
she said she paid $2/500 cash, $500 a 
week later and $100 ‘weekly until the 
machine was fully paid for. 

After the final payment, she said, 
she went to the corporation’s office 
for a bill of sale and turned over her 
receipts. According to Mrs. Mar- 
coni’s story, she was. put off several 
times in trying to obtain the bill of 
sale, until the’ corporation proposed 
storing the car for repairs.

Committee Would Decide. 

‘The policy. of. the committee will 
be to receive and act upon any pro- 
test and if an appeal is made on be- 
half of these men it would be placed 
immediately before the committee for 
decision,’?

SEES WORLD-WIDE INTEREST 


Ticket Requests From 600 News- 
papers—Sales Expected to Pass 
$600,000 by Monday. 


Tex Rickard refuses to believe the 
rumors current along Broadway to 
the effect that interest is lacking in 
the forthcoming heavyweight cham- 
pionship ‘fight between Gene Tunney 
and Tom Heeney.

While he sat in his office at Madi- 
son Square Garden yesterday after- 
noon, Rickard, usually- taciturn, be- 
came.voluble and expansive.

‘That is a record for me, The 
nearest approach was last year, when 
I received $56,000 on the morning of 
the fourth day I spent at Chicago.” 

Rickard promised to surprise the 
newspaper men on Monday, when he 
will —* a complete statement to 
date on the roe showing that 
they have passed the. $500, mark.

NEW HOPE FOR OLD SITES, 


Twenty-eight years after the foun- 
dation of the Brearly School, ;.the 
northward march. of the city. com- 
pelled, or was thought: to. compel, 
a@ removal approximately one ‘mile 
north to the “present site: at ‘Park 
Avenue and Sixty-first Street. ‘With- 
in sixteen years another change has 
become imperative; and in 1929 the 
school will be a mile further north 
and some distance east. This is a 
faster pace than, let us say, in the 
case of the Charterhouse School in 
London, which was founded in 1611 
and managed to stick it out for a 
period of 260 years. Westminster 
School is still doing business’ on ‘the 
original spot, with its four-hundredth 
anniversary approaching. In that 
time it must be supposed that the 
changes even in London neighbor- 
hoods have been perhaps as striking 
as those between Forty-fourth Street 
and Sixty-first Street since 1884, but 
we have not: the English piety for 
place and inner indifference to ex- 
ternal surroundings. Where the Eng- 
lish spirit would only dig in deeper 
against encroaching office build- 
ings and apartment towers and cre- 
ate its own environment, we prefer 
to migrate; particularly because mo- 
tion in itself is one of our traits. 
The firmest stand for the main- 
tenance of old landmarks has been 
made by the churches. They remain 
long after their congregations have 
moved away. But here the pressure 
of late has been exerted from an- 
other direction than that of a shift 
in the character of the neighborhood. 
The greatly enhanced value of the 
site for business or apartment house 
purposes locks up large furids which 
might be employed for many forms 
of social service now carried on by 
the churches. It is a problem which 
confronted the old John Street Meth- 
odist Church and which the trustees 
have solved by the happy device of 
encasing the famous place of wor- 
ship in a modern business sky- 
scraper. The plan is sufficiently fa- 
miliar in the case of churches build- 
ing on a new site, notably the Broad- 
way Temple. But John Street must 
be the first instance where rising 
ground values have been ingeniously 
utilized for preserving an ancient 
site instead of making them a rea- 
son for migration. It points the way 
to a method by which historic 
structures or landmarks may be pre- 
served against the destructive march 
of commerce.

Mos- 
cow has asserted that the. capitalist, 
imperialist world. would hasten to 
make friends with Russia out. of 
purely practical considerations, \put- 
ting profits in Russia ahead of dis- 
like for the Communist experiment, 
In this it has been largely mistaken. 

The materialist doctrine will. have 
to be further revised when Moscow 
finds herself the centre, of a wave of 
good-feeling evoked by the skill and 
heroism of the Soviet rescuers in 
Spitsbergen. If the directors ..of 
Soviet propaganda had spent, years 
planning an attack on the sympa- 
thies of the world they could not 
have hit upon a more successful de- 
vice than the operations of the ice- 
breaker Krassin. 


It must have been a great satis- 
faction to Secretary KELLOGG yes- 
terday to be able to announce that 
the Chilean and Peruvian Govern- 
ments have agréed to resume iplo- 
matic felations. This step has been 
taken on the initiative of our De- 
partment of State. Signs of a rap- 
prochement between the two coun- 
tries were discernible at the Havana 
Pan-American Congress, where their 
delegates showed unwonted friendli- 
ness to each other. Secretary KEL- 
LOGG promptly took advantage of 
this new spirit, first of all to sound 
out the opinion of the Governments 
at Lima and Santiago, and then to 
suggest to them the desirability of 
placing themselves in a_ position 
where they could take up again 
directly the old controversy about 
the Tacna-Arica territory. This is 
a dispute which for many years has 
plagued and embittered the two na- 
tions and has caused concern to the 
United. States. Secretary. HUGHES 
made a great effort to settle the 
matter by arbitration, but the agree- 
ment ‘finally broke down on the 
point of the plebiscite in the contro- 
verted region. Now it would appear 
to the belief of Secretary KELLOGG 
that the best hope lies in persuading 
Peru and Chile to deal with their 
differences face to face, and without 
the intervention of a third party, 
however impartial and benevolent. 
The first step toward such a con- 
summation has been taken in the 
decision to appoint and receive ac- 
credited diplomatic representatives 
in the capitals of both nations. 
This is a great gain in. itself and 
should lead to further efforts to re- 
move the thorn in the flesh which 
has so ‘long afflicted these two 
South American republics. Not only 
discussion will be required, but a 
willingness to give and take in a 
common-sense’ way, 
standing. quarrel is finally to be 
composed. It has -been suggested 
that Bolivia, which is thought to 
have a substantial interest in the 
final settlement, should at once be 
summoned to consultation with the 
others. But it seems better to give 
the new understanding between 
Chile and Peru time ‘to become firm- 
ly established, and to lead to reason- 
able proposals respecting Tacna and 
Arica, before the’ case of Bolivia 
should be given a hearing. 

It is only a beginning that has 
thus far been made, but it certainly 
is a beginning full of promise. One 
thing it will already have assured, 
and that is to convince the South 
Americans that our Government has 
no sinister. purpose in all this busi- 
ness, and that its animating. motive 
is to do all that it can to help estab- 
lish peace and strengthen commerce 
in all the continent to the south of 
us.

The idea prevails in too many 
academic quarters that 
which is readable and interesting is, 
ipso facto, unsound.

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Another abrupt downward reaction 
brought yesterday’s Stock Exchange 
money rate to'6 per cent., as against 
the 8 per cent. of Thursday. This 
fluctuation in the call-money market 
found na reflection in money rates on 
term, which remained at the year's 
high level, with commercial paper 
slightly. above the advanced New 
York bank rate. Sterling also ad- 
justed itself to’ the: higher money 
market; it. reached yesterday the 
lowest: rate since. the middle of last: 
August, 1% cents below this: season's 
highest price and ‘only % cent above! 
that of the present date last July. 
The franc also declined temporarily 
to the lowest rate of the year, frac- 
tionally under any rate quoted since 
March of 1927. 

The stock market very. naturally re- 
covered as the. call-money market 
eased; such action was favored not 
only by the money rate, but by. the 
very considerable decline of the two 
preceding. days. ‘The recovery was 
of an orderly character, however, 
and even in active shares. ran only 
to 2 or 3 points. Apparently the de- 
cline in call money resulted in equal 
measure from the Stock Exchange 
liquidation of the week and from the 
attraction of Thursday’s high rates 
to available out-of-town and foreign 
bank balances. It was felt, even in 
conservative banking quarters, that 
an 8 per cent. rate in the middle of 
July was too much a product of hys- 
teria to last. That rate was main- 
tained. during midsummer in 1920, 
but conditions were not at all paral- 
lel to those now existing. The credit 
market was then in an exceedingly 
critical position, even time loans 
brought 8 per cent., and the New 
York bank rate stood at 7. 

No ch-. is given by the week-end 
mercantile reviews to the problem of 
what influence, if any, the higher 
money rates will exert on the trade 
situation. The advance in the bank 
rates is discussed, nut mostly as a 
matter affecting the Stock Exchange. 
Probably the judgment: of experi- 
enced merchants would be that a 5 
per cent. rate or thereabout for mer- 
chants’ paper in the open market, 
such as now prevails, is. of itself 
in no respect disturding, and that 
the only question of doubt concerns 
the position in: the active Autumn 
months. In that regard, the mer- 
chants’ real interest is evidently 
bound up in the release of all such 
credit as may be unwarrantably tied 
up in speculation. It is probably 
realization. of that fact which has 
left the businiess man entirely calm 
over the recent convulsions of Wall 
Street. If the stock speculation had 
continued its course triumphantly, 
the. merchants might by this time 
have been asking apprehensively 
whether this was to be “another 
1920.’ 

So far as regards the picture of 
the week’s developments in general 
trade, the general account is cheer- 
ful. Dun’s Review expresses’ the 
positive opinion that activity, at least 
in several basic industries, has been 
better sustained than the trade itself 
had expected. To.the well-main- 
tained steel and’ building-construc- 
tion industries there is now added 
improvement in the lately very un- 
certain dry goods trade. Whether 
the contention .is correct. that. dis- 
tribution of merchandise by railway, 
as shown in this week’s car-loading 
return, indicated improvement, may 
perhaps be doubted. The decrease 
of 18,289 cars from 1927 in the re- 
ported total loadings for the. last 
week of June is in fact considerably 
less than it was-in the second and 
third ‘weéks’of the month. But that 
was wholly because coal traffic fell 
@ year ago to an almost negligible 
volume, leaving that branch of trans- 
portation to:show almost the solitary 
increase for the ‘week this year. 
Compared with 1926, the week’s total 
loadings fell off 62,592 cars, which 
was the largest — of: oy week 
in 1928.

Brokers’ Loan Controversy Revived. 


The familiar argument. regarding 
the influence which undigested bond 
issues exert on the total ‘of brokers’ 
loans was revived ‘in: full force in 
Wall Street yesterday. In some com- 
mission -house .circles, ‘it was. said, 


was caused not so. much by borrow- 
ings contracted to‘ carry stocks as it 
was by the extension of credit neces- 
sary to: handle new bond issues. Sev- 
eral bankers remarked. that the pro- 
portion of loans made on bonds to 
those made on stocks had been in- 
creasing, but the major influence still 
is believed to be. the .volume of ac- 
commodation devoted to stock mar- 
ket operations.

LARGER NEXT WEEK 


Four important Issues Raise 
Total of Scheduled Awards 
to $30,468,713. 


ILLINOIS SEEKS $13,000,000 


Available Supply of Securities 
Decreasing—Distribution Lags 
as Money Rate Rises. 


Next week’s awards of municipal 
bond: issues will show a decided in- 
crease when -a total of $30,468,713 
will. be offered, due to: the inclusion 
of four issues which aggregate more 
than $20,000,000. This week the bor- 
rowings. of ninety-three municipali- 
ties reached $21,895,214. ‘The weekly 
average of new bond offerings for 
the year to date is $31,290,348, which 
compares with a weekly average 
of $29,932,236 a-year ago. 

The four principal issues scheduled 
for sale are headed by the $13,000,000 
State of Illinois bonds on Tuesday. 
San Antonio seeks to market an 
issue of $4,755,000 4%s on Monday, 
but inasmuch as the current market 
is very close to this level, there is 
some doubt as to whether bankers 
will look with favor on the issue.

The fore part of this week saw 
considerably more business done than 
the latter part, due primarily to the 
increase in the Reserve Bank’s re- 
discount rate from 4% to 5 per cent. 
on Thursday. Early in the week sev- 
eral large orders were reported for 
high-grade bonds yielding better 
than 4 per cent., but the market 
for the second and bien Sisthce bes issues 
which now yield high 
been a disappointment. 


Little Inter-Dealer Trading. 


Prices have been pared down a 
bit, particularly on issues which have 
become a trifle stale. Inter-dealer 
trading thas lagged for the reason 
that it is hardly good business to 
sell bonds to a competitor at a loss 
when there is still a chance to “‘get 
out with a whole skin.“ As a mat- 


ter of fact, several of the larger 
houses are quoting close to the orig- 

inal prices on most of their bonds 
despite the movement of the mar- 
ket substantially below these figures. 

Municipal houses which make it a 
point to keep track of the evatiabie 
supply of bonds in the open market 
report that this s upply is now less 
than at the start of the month, the 
amount being estimated at about 
$45,000,000. e peak was reached 
—— February when more than $100.- 

000,000 graced dealers’ lists. 

The prices paid for new issues this 
week, while well below the figures 
at which the communities last bor- 
rowed, indicated no sudden let-down 
of the market. For the most part, 
bids for the major issues were close. 
The $1,000,000 State of Wrst Vir- 
ginia bonds was a case_in point. 
Ve small fractions separated the

arding the chances of the

BLOCKS EVERGLADES BONDS 


Federal Court’s: Decision Prevents 
Sale——-State to Take Appeal. 


Federal Judge Henry D. Clayton of 
the. Northern ‘District of Florida at 
Pensacola, in issuing an injunction 
restraining the State Drainage Board 
from selling an issue of $20,000,000 of 
bonds to a banking group here head- 
ed by Dillon, Read & Co. and Eldredge 
& Co., has also held as uncontitu- 
tional the acts of the Legislature in 
1927. paving the way for the new 
Everglades financing program. This 
injunction, granted in behalf of Spitz- 
er, Rorick & Co. of Toledo, Ohio, and 
New York, who have marketed all of 
the Everglades Drainage District 
bonds to date, definitely ties up the 
sale of the bonds. 

Attorney General Fred H. Davis of 
Florida characterized the decision as 
“the most far-reaching ever made 
concerning a Florida bond issue.’’ He 
also said it ‘‘virtually affects not only 
the prospects of future financing in 
this district, but future financing of

SAN- FRANCISCO TO BORROW. 


Voters Authorize Indebtedness of 
$65,000,000 for Water Supply. 


The City of San Francisco has 
voted to issue $65,000,000 of water 
bonds, the first instalment of which 
may be marketed in August, accord- 
ing to private advices received here 
this week. The city has been active 
in recent months in financing its 
water-works improvements. This 
week the City and County of San 
Francisco awarded an issue of 
$3,200,000, proceeds of which were 
divided between boulevard and Ber- 
nal Cut improvements. 

Of the total of $65,000,000 voted, 
$41,000,000 will apply to the Spring 
Valley water Broledt. It is consid- 
ered likely that the entire amount 
will be sold at one time, probably in 
the early Fall, when the city takes 
over the water lant, which now is 
privately owne The remaining 
authorization of "$24,000, 000. consists 
of Hetch-Hetchy water bonds. Ac- 
cording to: the advices received here 
it is ought likely that this issue 

will be sold in blocks of $4,000,000 
each. The first of these blocks may 
be offered next month.

DEGLINES RXPECTED 
IN MUNICIPAL BONDS 


Raising a the Rediscount Rate 
Changes Conditions for Dealers 
Carrying Blocks, - 


PRICE CUTS TO BE SMALL 


Dumping Regarded as_ Improbable 
and Few Old Issues Are Being | 
Returned to Market. 


That the increase in the rediscount 
rate by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York this week means a 
further decline in municipal bond 
prices, is generally accepted, al- 
though the prediction is freely made 
that further reductions in prices will 
be smaller than those named since 
the last change in the bank rate in 
May. The whole matter hinges on 
the cost to dealers of carrying un- 
sold blocks of bonds. Banks are no 
longer willing to carry the bonds 
for dealers at the-coupon rate, but 
ask very. near the prevailing call- 
money figure. The average dealer, 
therefore, cannot afford to permit 
bonds to remain unsold long lest 
they eat up all of the already small 
profit which accrues to him. 

A very small. group of dealers in 
municipal issues with strong finan- 
cial backing has taken the stand 


that they will not cut their prices 
to a point lower than the actual 
cost to them: The net result has 
been that. some bonds on lists of 
these dealers are away out of line 
with quotations named by others. 
The real market, of course, is the 
level at which transactions actually 
are made. 


No Dumping Expected. 

It appears extremely unlikely that 
there will be a dumping of munici- 
pals on the market as an immediate 
effect of the increase in the bank 
rate. Liquidation has been heavy in 
the Liberty bond market since these 
obligations have formed a considera- 
ble part of bank reserves. Municipals 
have been held by institutions as a 
sort of secondary reserve and in 
correspondingly smaller amounts 
than Liberty bonds, so that the sell- 
ing of municipals has, perforce, been 
more or less limited. 

While the amount of United States 
Government obligations outstanding 
is known to a dollar, there is no 
means of accurately forecasting how 
many will be pressed for sale at a 


given time. Municipals, on the other 
hand, are being issued at an average 
rate of more than $100.000,000 a 
month, but since the sales are ad- 
vertised well in advance, dealers 
have an opportunity to check up the 
amount of bonds outstanding before 
making a bid on the new financin 
of any State or city. Municipal of- 
ficials. throughout the country have 
not been inclined to force the issue 
by scheduling an enormous amount 
of bonds for sale at this time. 


Old Issues Retained. 


One of the chief factors in the 
steadying of municipal prices at this 
time is the absence of any consider- 
able tossing of old issues on the 


market. Declining prices are not 
expected to dislodge as many bonds
